AB 1115 


Unruh Scholarship Bill 


Receives “Do Pass’ Vote

Legislation aimed at beefing up 
California's Scholarship Program 
(AB 1115) moved a step closer tc 
enactment after receiving a “do pass” 
recommendation from the Assembly 
education committee last Monday. 

Authored by Assembly Speaker 
Jesse M. Unruh, the bill expands by 
stages the number of state scholar- 
ships from the present fixed number 
of 5,120, approximately one out of 


maintained their eligibility. 

In declaring that the present pro- 
gram has failed to keep pace with the 
college population growth, Unruh 
said, “I feel this bill is necessary 
becayse the State Scholarship Pro- 
gram for undergraduate students has 
in this year reached the end of the 
scheduled growth authorized by the 
Legislature some five years ago, and 
there is no provision for additional 
scholarships.” 

Unruh pointed out that AB 1115 is 
also necessary to enable the state to 
continue supporting independent 
California Colleges which he said 


have been greatly aided by this pro- 
grem. “It has encouraged them to 
expand end they have expanded to a 
greater extent than was anticipated 
in the Master Plan for Higher Educa- 
tion,” he stated. 

But, according to the Assembly 
Speaker, the independent colleges 
will not be able to meet their goais of 
expanding enrollment by another 
20,000 students in the next 10 years 
“unless they have the support of the 

He stressed the program has saved 
the state literally millions of dollars 
over the years in operating and capi- 
tal outlay costs by encouraging the 
growth of California's independent 
colleges. 

Unruh credited the State Scholar- 
ship Program for helping to maintain 
access to higher education for stu- 
dents from medium and low income 
groups and told the education com- 
mittee, “Aditional financisl aid is 


not financially fortunate.” 

‘The bill will put the issuance of 
scholarships on a percentage basis in 
the 1966-67 fiscal year with one per-

Three Greek Tragedies

Euripides’, The Trojan Women 


tra will resume their three night run 
tonight in the Outdoor Theater. 
Student-directed by Tom Ribordy, 
Carroll Horner and Ed Robinson, 
respectively, the three Greek tra- 
gedies will begin tonight and tomor- 
row night at 7:15. 

The Trojan Women is a pageant of 
incidents depicting the state of affairs 
after the fall of Troy. The play pre- 
sents the captive women of Troy in 
one desparate scene after another, 
building tension that is nearly un- 
bearable. Perhaps the most impres- 
sive aspect of Euripides’ play is its 
indictment against war as it pro- 
claims in powerful dialogue the 
cruelty and futility of such a chaotic 
situation. 

The Sophociean ‘ragedy Electra 
centers its action on the consumma- 
tion of an act of vengeance. The play 
is most importzatly a psychological 
study of Electra, who along with her 
brother Orestes, plots the murder 
of their mother, Clytemnestra, who 
murdered her husband Agamemnon 
to live with her paramour Aegisthus. 

The date of this composition is 
unknown but it gives Sophocles’ 
version of the legeadary events in- 
terpreted by Aeschylus in his Choe- 
phori and Euripides in his Electra. 

The tradgdy of Orestes takes 
place six days after the murder of 
Clytemnestra and Qeigistus. Orestes 


has lost his sanity and is being nursed 
by his sister Electra, who with their 
friend Pylades, had murdered their 
mother and her lover. 


It is believed that Euripides, in his 


portrayal of the half-crazed Orestes 
has produced the most notable study 
of abnormal psychological states 
which has come to us from antiquity. 


The Greek plays will be performed 


in traditional Greek style in the out- 
doors. Admission to this unusual 
event is free to the public.

‘Greek Solum Bach Concert 


Monday Night 


Johann Sebastian Bach's Mass in 
B Minor will be presented by the 
Music Department in two consecu- 
tive evening performances, May 
17-18, at 8:15 p.m. im the Little 
Theatre. 

This work shows the deep spiritual 
quality typical of Bach's choral 
writing. Presented originaljy on 
July 27, 173% at the Dresden Court 
of the King of Poland and Grand- 
Elector of Saxony a eleven numbers, 
it was later expanded by Bach to 
twenty-four numbers. The two ori- 
ginal sections, Kyrie and Gloria, 
are the sections selected for this 
program. 

Composed over the maturest years 
of his life, from 1731 to 1737, the 
entire work is of tremendous propor- 
tions and is set to the regular litur- 
gical text as used in the Catholic 
Church. Many of the sections were 
adapted from his earlier works. 

The Mass, to be fully understood 
and appreciated, must be placed 
against the background of Bach's 
great religious faith, as well as 
against the general Baroque ideals 
of the time. The latter is seen in the 
contrasting solos and duets which 
were conceived from the pure 
Baroque decorated style. Also, as 
was Bach's custom, the solo voice 
is often combined with a solo in- 
strument 

Soloists for the concert are to be 
Dolores Allen, soprano, Andriana 
Stamos, soprano, Dixie Weyel, 
soprano, Donna Petersen, mezzo- 
soprano, Barbara Baker, contralto, 
Louis Clayson, tenor, and Daniel 
Elias, bass. Instrumental soloists 
include Tom Baron, violin, Jerrold 
Pritchard, flute, judy Boothby, 
oboe, and Alien Herr, French horn.

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Wagner Gives Views Unruh Bill 


On History 


Searching for truth and examining 
both sides of history is essential to 
the development of the educated 
man, according to Dr. Henry Wag- 
ner, instructor of history 

“America has not always been 
right, and at the high school jevel, 
one-sided teaching often instills the 
naive opinion that the other side is 
always wreng,”’ Wagner pointed 
out in a recent interview 

Dr. Wagner has made quite an 
imsvession on some of his students, 
he is intoresting and stimulating, 
and often digresses from history, 
at the students’ promoting, to touch 
upon current events. 

He graduated from SSC in 1958 
In 1960, he obtained his masters at 
Syracuse University, and just last 
January, received his Ph.D 

Sometimes freshmen are surprised 
when exposed to “the other side of 
history” for the first time. Who 
wouldn't be surprised to hear that 
our fleet was in Pearl Harbor for 
the implicit purpose of being bombed, 
that the forthcoming attack was 
known about far in advance, and 
Washington wanted to shake the 
nation out of its lethargy and throw 
us into the war. At least that is the 
opinion expressed by Charles Tansell 
in Back Door To War and discussed 
in Dr. Wagner's classes 

War isn't just something historical 
either; it is still with vs, now in Viet 
Nam. Maybe history will show us the 
way there; clearly history provides 
ample examples — appeasement didn't 
work too well with the Nazis, nor 
has it stopped the Communists. 

It “bothers” Dr. Wagner to hear 
today’s students protesting American 
bombing raids in Viet Nam, and not 
protesting terror raids on our em- 
bassy there. 

“We're supposed to just sit there 
and take it,” says Dr. Wagner ironi- 
cally. “My opinion is that if we pull

out of Viet Nam, our next front will 
be the Hawaiin Islands.” 

And everyone should know, but 
doesn't, that another war, the Civil 
War, was not fought to free the 
slaves. Lincoln fought for the preser- 
vation of the union. The slavery issue 
was only one of many that led to that 
war 

The Negro is rid of the shackles 
that once bound his body in slavery, 
and now he is fight to break the 
shackles on his mind 

“Negroes have been trying to 
make their fight in the courts, but 
have been largely ignored, until 
1954,” states Dr. Wagner 

“It is ridiculous” to applaud the 

ravery of men fighting for inde- 
pendence, as we fought at the forma 
tion of our own nation, or as the Hun- 
ganian freedom fighters fought, resist- 
ing Russian tanks with thei bare 
hands, “and then turn around and 
say the Negro is stepping out of line 
in his fight for freedom. It 
doesn't make sense.” 

But Dr. Wagner believes that 
certain freedom movements can 
get out of hand. The Filthy Speech 
Movement doesn’t have the purpose 
of the civil rights campaign or even 
the Free Speech Movement. In fact, 
“it is a violation of the rights of the 
people who don't want to see these 
4-letter words plastered all over.” 

Dr. Wagner would prefer to see 
such troublemakers dealt with 
“harshly and firmly.” Furthermore, 
he would like to see some of our 
laws revised in order to inflict more 
severe punishment on our law- 
breakers. 

All too often crimes are commited 
simply “because the offenders know 
they can get away with it.” 

And, Dr. Wagner concludes, “all 
too often criminals are given a pat 
on the hand and turned loose, and | 
don’t feel this benevolent attitude 
is what the lawbreaker needs.”

A uniformed army of some 45 
men is invading the SSC campus, and 
is reported to be heavily armed. 

Working on three shifts each man 
is reported to be in charge of demoli- 
tion activities of student refuse in a 
15,000 square foot area. The task 
force is armed with brooms, mops, 
dust cloths, and other approved 
weapons. 

The troops travel under the well- 
known nerne of SSC Custodial 
Staff, and are under the command 
of Wes Strauch. Strauchs’ army 
clean all classrooms and offices, on 
campus, gymnasiums, and swimming 
pool area. 

Wear Uniforms 

These 45 men are the only group 
who are wearing uniforms by their 
voluntary vote 

A never ending task as school is 
in session all but two weeks cut of 
the year, reports from the front 
confirm that no major cleaning pro- 
jects are carried on, but because of 
the operational problems of the 
college plant the staff carries on a 
high level of cleaning throughout 
the year.

Student Smokers 

Major problems encountered by 
the offensive include students smok- 
ing in the classrooms which causes 
residues of ashes on the floor and 
difficult-to-remove black marks.

Oscar Wilde's, The Importance of 
Being Earnest, one of the most bill- 
iant and witty farces written in 
England during the 19th century, will 
be performed May 21! and 22 in the 
Little Theater by a touring group 
from the college drama department.
